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Court approves 
$1.2million Scott County budget 


BENTON — The Scott County Court 
Thursday approved a 1977 budget of 
$1,225,978.70, repreeentlng an lncreaee of 
$57,217.54 over the 197$ budget. 


Amounts to be channeled Into the three 
operating hinds for 1977 Include: General 
fund, $515,418.94; road and bridge fund, 
$209,204.50; federal revenue sharing fund, 
$229,416.2$. An additional $2,557 has been 
designated for antirecession assistance 
funds. 


Under the general fund budget, moet non­ 
elected employes will receive an 5 per cent 
salary lncreaee, amounting to a total In­ 
crease of $20,000. 
The budget report also shows an Increase 
of $20,000 for the ambulance service, but the 
amount budgeted for elections showed a 
$21,000 decrease. 


The sheriff’s budget - a total of $90,540, 
repreeentlng all salaries for the year—and 
the entire $47,045.26 budget for the 
prosecuting attorney’s office were tran­ 
sferred from the general fund to the federal 
revenue-sharing fund. County Clerk Robert 
Klolhofner said the revenue- sharing fund is 
showing larger unencumbered balances 
eech year, primarily because larger ex­ 
penditures are being assigned to the federal 
revenue- sharing program. 
The county began 1977 owing only $25,000 
whereas in 1976 it started out owing $50,000, 
and in 1975, the amount owed was $100,000. 
The road and bridge fund Increased 
$65,000 this year, reflecting salary increases 
of 8 - 15 per cent, In addition to $30,000 
budgeted for new asphalt road surfaces and 
$25,000 for the purchase of a new diesel 
rtumn truck. 


The county will receive $46,000 from the 
off systems road program for new asphalt 
surfaces, Kielhofner reported. 
In the report, Kielhofner said about 60 per 
cent of the total road and bridge tax ley 
accrues to the four special road districts 
operating around the four largest cities — 
Scott City- Illmo, Chaffee, Oran and 
Slkeston. 


The federal revenue- sharing hind was all 
budgeted mainly to relieving the general 
fund by $203,685.26 and an estimated $35,800 
the road and bridge fund will use for 
materials. 
In other business, the County Court was 
informed of a letter from Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale, dated Feb. 2, concerning energy 
problems. 
The letter said in brief that although 


Missouri has avoided serious energy 
problems thus far, “We muat be prepared 
for an energy emergency. Some families 
could be without heat and in need of ser­ 
vices from local governments if we ex­ 
perience a further extended period of ex­ 
tremely low temperatures. 
“I request you to designate a local official 
as energy officer to dealwith theee an­ 
ticipated problems and report the in­ 
dividual’s name to my office.’’ 
The governor said the individual 
designated should monitor the local energy 
situation and report any fuel- related family 
dislocations or closings of schools, in­ 
dustries, hospitals or major facilities. 
Teasdale also asked that the nature of the 
problem and the number of persons in­ 
volved be reported to the Missouri Energy 
Agency, Department of Natural Resources, 


by telephone. 
Appropriate 
provisions 
of

emergency operations plans which provide 
for possible utilization of emergency shelter 
and care facilities for a portion of the local 
population 
should 
be ready for im­ 
plementation; he added, Including local 
resource lists of personal equipment and 
supplies which should be updated and 
prepared for tne. 
Teasdale's letter said there are not 
enough trucks to deliver the fuel as fast as it 
is being used during this heavy demand 
period, and the situation could be com­ 
pounded if fuel surpluses are moved by 
federal order toother states. 
The governor said some distributors of 
fuel oil and propane may not be able to All 
homeowners’ requests, and that citizens 


unable to locate heating fuel through their 
supplier should be instructed to contact 
their designated local energy officer. 
Publicity should be given to local 
arrangements for dealing with individual 
fuel problems and to continued con­ 
servation, Teasdale stressed. 
Presiding Judge Louis Hlrschowitz said 
designation of an energy officer would be 
considered and the letter would alao be 
presented at the Scott County Mayors 
Association meeting scheduled Tuesday at 
the courthouse. 
The court also authorized Rockford Map 
Publishers Inc. of Rockfort, 111., to publish a 
plat map booklet of the county to be 
available to civic organizations at a cost of 
$4 each, with 500 copies to be sent to the 
County Court on consignment for sale to the 
civic organizations. 
Jobless rate drops 
sharply in January 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate declined sharply in 
January to 7.3 per cent, down from 7.$ per 
cent In December, with the Improvement 
largely attributed to an unexplained decline 
In the labor force, the government said 
today. 
Labor Department analysts said the 
severe winter weather acroea much of the 
nation may be partially responsible for the 
decline In the labor force. Bm they said the 
full Impact of the weather on the nation's 
job markets probably won’t show up until 


the Job figures for February are compiled. 
Government estimates of the number of 
Americana forced out of work by the 
weather range as high as 1,5 million, but 
nobody knows for sure. 
The January unemployment rate was the 
lowest since last May, when it also was 7.3 
per cent, the lowest it's been since the 1974- 
1975 recession. 
The Labor Department said the Jobless 
rate declined for almost all categories of the 
nation's labor force, and gave the following 
breakdown for January:

Bill would raise truck weights 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) 
- 
Increases for truck weight and length limits 
gained first-round approval in the state 
Senate Thursday on a voice vote. 
The “big truck" bill, which would raiae 
the weight and length limits for trucks oper­ 
ating in Missouri, still needs final approval 
before being sent to the House for further 
consideration. 
Under provisions of the bill, which is 
sponosred by Senate President Pro Tem 
Norman Merrell, truck weight limits would 
be increased from 73,280 pounds to 80,000 
pounds and lengths would be allowed to go 
from 55 feet to 60 feet. 


Missouri is an obstacle 4o cross country 
operations of trucks bound for the east and 
west coasts, argued Merrell, a Monticello 
Democrat. More goods could be carried per 
load, Merrell added, thus lowering the 
transportation costs per item and aid the 
consumer. 
St. Louis Democrats John Schneider and 
John Scott both attempted, unsuccessfully, 
to amend Merrell’s bill to increase fees 
further, saying more money was needed to 
compensate the state Highway Department 
which will have to repair road damage 
caused by the heavier trucks. 
Road damge caused by the increased 


weights would cost $25 million to 830 million 
to repair annually, according to the 
Misaouri Automobile Club. Merrell, 
however, said the Highway Department 
estimated an increase in repair costa of only 
38 million per year, adding that the increase 
in fees called for by his bill would bring in 
an additional 53 million to the state. 


Kansas City Democrat Harry Wiggins 
asked Merrell to delay action on the 
measure until more information could be 
collected. But Merrell rebuffed the request, 
saying the Senate had all the information it 
needed to consider the “big truck” bill.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Public 
Service Commissioner A. Robert Pierce 
says he hopes his detailed refutation of 
“unfounded" allegations lodged against 
him and other commissioners by Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale will serve to settle the 
controversy of past weeks. 
“The best interests of all concerned 
require that this controversy be ended at 
the earliest possible date," Pierce told 
newsmen on Thursday after electing to 
refute Teasdale’s chargee rather than 
directly confront the new governor. 
Teasdale won the governor’s race on an 
anti+PSC, anti-utility platform, claiming 
the commission had not acted in the public 
interest. He has continued to make those 
chargee, but has yet to produce any specific 


details to support whet critics have celled 
campaign rhetoric. But alnce four of the five 
commissioners have refused to resign as 
Teasdale asked, he has abandoned his ef­ 
forts to replace than end says he will be the 
“people's lobbyist” against utility rate 
hikes. 
Pierce had said last week he zas con­ 
sidering e suit against Teasdale if the 
charges were not substantiated or publicly 
withdrawn. 
He was 
alio considering 
debates with the governor or asking for a 
legislative inquiry into the allegations. But 
he aald any of those approaches would only 
prolong the unsettled situation. 
Rate hikes are occurring, he said, 
because of spiraling operating coats, and 
the “prolonged controversy will only make 


this situation worse. “ 
“No amount of advocacy by the governor 
will cause labor costa to go down," he ad­ 
ded. “No amount of advocacy by the 
governor wiU cause the price of fuel to 
decrease or the Interest rates to fall or the 
prices of equipment to stabilize. 
“Nothing the commission does can affect 
those costs, either. But continued instability 
in the Missouri regulatory climate will 
cause the coat of capital to rise and 
therefore will cause utility rate Increases if 
it continues very long." 
Specifically, 
Pierce 
supplied 
these 
responses to Teasdale’s allegations: 
—Utility companies have not had their 
way with the commission, the PSC rejecting 
40 per cent of all rate hikes sought in the 


paat 18 months. 
—The public has been represented in 
cases, the PSC staff spending thousands of 
hours investigating each rate hike request. 
—The commission has not consistently 
ruled in favor of the utilities, most rate hike 
issues settled more in the public’s favor 
then the utilities’. 


—Utilities have not earned excessive 
profits, most in Missouri earning less then 
comparable businesses to which utility 
earnings must legally be geared. 


—Rates must go up because inflation has 
forced up coats for nearly everything, in­ 
cluding business operations. Electric rates 
have risen 60 per cent since 1968, slightly 
less then the over-all cost of living. 


—The commission is responsible, with 
Common Cause, the self-styled citizens 
lobby, congratulating the PSC for its 
openness and accountability. 
The commission does explain the reason 
for its decisions, detailing them specifically 
in orders that run up to 70 pages in length. 
—St. Louis does not have the third highest 
electric rates in the nation with reports of 
Detroit Edison showing St. Louis at the 
bottom of a list of selected cities for the past 
two years. 
—The commission did not allow Union 
Electric Co. either $90 million or $1 billion 
for construction of its nuclear power plant 
but less then $5 million to pay financing 
costs only. 
—The commission did not study the 


problems of safety before approving the 
nuclear plant but only because it is pro­ 
hibited from doing so by federal law. 
“We know that our decisions are not 
always popular,” Pierce said. “But we 
must look beyond today, or beyond this 
year, in order to make sure that customer! 
will have adequate service in the future.” 
Commissioner James Mulvaney, whom 
Teasdale has said is the only commissioner 
who should continue serving, said he agreed 
with Pierce's remarks and alao hoped it 
would result in the situation calming down. 
Pierce said that in addition to Common 
Cause, the state auditor and a special state 
Senate committee have reviewed the 
commission and found little or nothing 
wrong with its internal operations.

THE TWIN TRAGEDIES 
OF POVERTY AND 
IGNORANCE 
Most Americans, with few 
exceptions, can’t imagine what 
it would be like to live in 
poverty, illiteracy and hunger. 
In his book, The Great Ascent, 
Robert Heilbroner takes the 
reader 
through an exercise 
w h ich -at least on paper-- 
reduces his lifestyle to that 
which is the daily existence for 
millions of people elsewhere in 
the world. 
He starts with a typical 
C anadian-A m erican fam ily, 
with an income of $6,000-18,000 
per year, in a small home. Then 
he refashions this home, and the 
life of its family into a typical 
scene in the vast “under $200” 
areas of the world: 
1. Take out the furniture, 
except a few old blankets, a 
kitchen table and one chair. 
2. Take away all the clothing, 
except for the oldest dress or 
suit for each member of the 
family, and a shirt or blouse. 
Leave one pair of shoes for the 
head of the family. 
3. Empty the pantry and 
refrigerator except for a small 
bag of flour, some sugar and 
salt, a few moldy potatoes for 
tonight’s dinner, a handful of 


onions and a dish of dried beans. 
4. Dismantle the bathroom, 
shut off the water, remove the 
electric wiring. 
5. Take away the house itself, 
and move the family into a 
toolshed. 
6. Remove all the other houses 
in the neighborhood, and set up 
in this place a shantytown. 
7. Cancel all subscriptions to 
newspapers, 
magazines 
and 
book clubs. This is no great loss, 
as our family is now illiterate. 
8. Leave one small radio for 
the whole shantytown. 
9. Move the nearest clinic or 
hospital ten miles away and put 
a midwife in charge instead of a 
doctor. 
10. Throw out the bankbooks, 
stock certificates, pension plans 
and insurance policies, and 
leave the family a cash hoard of 


11. Give the head of the family 
three tenant acres to cultivate. 
On this he can raise $300 in cash 
crops, of which one-third will go 
to the landlord and one-tenth to 
the local money-lender. 
12. Lop off twenty-five to 
thirty years in life expectancy. 
And so we have brought out 
typical American family down 
to the very bottom of the human 
scale. 
Multiply the above by a billion 
and you begin to have some idea 
of the consequences of the twin 
tragedies 
of 
poverty 
and 
ignorance. 
What does ignorance mean? 
It 
m eans 
going 
hungry 
because you don’t know how to 
grow more food or higher yield 
crops. 
It means not being able to 
read the instructions on a bag of 
fertilizer or understand how to 
use a piece of simple farm 
machinery. 
It means now knowing how to 
think about a problem so that it 
may be solved. 
What does it mean to conquer 
ignorance? 


Most Americans know that it 
means to give the most precious 
gift of all-the gift of knowledge 
and the individual freedom to 
use it.

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Energy Prices Expected to Soar

WASHINGTON - President 
Jimmy Carter has just about 
given up hope of keeping energy 
prices under control. 
Sources in the eye of the con­ 
troversy tell us that the president 
will concentrate first on provid­ 
ing the nation with enough 
energy to keep its homes warm 
and its factories operating. Then 
he will worry about how to fi­ 
nance it. 
The cost could be terrifying. 
Here are the president’s own 
grim expectations, according to 
sources familiar with his think­ 
ing: 
—Carter will try to keep a

Gas shortage 
solution might lie 
in Ural Mountains 


NEW YORK (AP) - A par­ 
tial solution to the U.S. natural 
gas shortage might lie in the 
Ural Mountains and in the 
Yakutsk area of Siberia. 
The possibility of using this 
gas in the United States isn’t 
fantasy. Negotiations which be­ 
gan in 1971 have been hesitant 
since then, although work con­ 
tinues on the Siberian project, 
whose fuel would go to the U.S. 
West Coast. 
The Ural Mountain project, 
whose fuel would be shipped 
from Murmansk to supply the 
East Coast areas of the United 
States, has been stalled by mu­ 
tual 
fears 
and 
some 
in- 
decesiveness by this country. 
“It would take an important 
initiative from the new admin­ 
istration before Russia will look 
at it again,” said Harold Scott, 
former assistant secretary of 
commerce and now president of 
the U.S.-U.S.S.R. Trade Coun­ 
cil. 
“If President Carter’s group 
is going to talk to the Soviets 
this ought to be on the shopping 
list,” he said. 
The council, made up of the 
chief executives of the very 
largest American companies 
and their Soviet counterparts, 
is designed to explore and facil­ 
itate trade between the two na­ 
tions. Traditionally, the U.S. 
Treasury secretary and the So­ 
viet foreign trade minister are 
honorary directors. 
The subject of reopening dis­ 
cussions on the natural gas 
projects was informally dis­ 
cussed by council members at 
their latest meeting in Moscow 
last December, although no for­ 
mal initiatives were made by 
either side. 
But in Scott's view, the possi­ 
bilities are so enormous as to 
almost demand further dis­ 
cussion, if only to bring the 
pros and cons before the Amer­ 
ican people 
The Ural Mountain project, 
called North Star, could if com­ 
pleted maintain a supply equal 
to the entire industrial needs of 
New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania throughout this 
century and beyond. 
The Yakutsk project, in com­ 
bination with Japan, which is 
financing it, would provide gas 
to be liquefied and shipped, 
perhaps from Vladivostock, to 
Japan and U.S. West Coast.

NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball journalism’s lively octoge­ 
narian, Fred Lieb of St. Petersburg, Fla., paused in our town this 
past week long enough to Jot down what he considered the 
greatest team that could be assembled from the past 100 years. 
It was an awesome lineup... Babe Ruth, Ty Cobb, Tris Speaker 
in the outfield ... Lou Gehrig at first, Eddie Collins at second... 
Hans Wagner at shortstop... Pie Traynor at third... Bill Dickey 
and Mickey Cochrane sharing the catcher’s m ask... Cy Young, 
Walter Johnson, Christy Mathewson, Lefty Grove and Sandy 
Koufax serving the ball up from the mound. 
It was a veritable “Who’s Who” of the game—largely giants of 
the past, men of leather, boundless skills and durability. Hard to 
argue with that team. 
A young girl, admitting a hero worship for Martin Luther King 
and Choo Choo Coleman, looked over the list carefully and 
acknowledged she was dumbfounded. 
“How can anyone pick an alltime all-star baseball team and 
not have a single black player on it?” she asked with defiance. 
This provided some room for thought How, really? 
Lieb, 88, an objective observer who has been chronicling the 
game for 66 years and long respected member of the Hall of 
Fame Veterans Committee, was aware that he was leaving 
himself open for potshots. 
“I was fully aware of the racial question,” he said. “I had to 
ponder a lot« time about leaving off such great players as Hank 
Aaron, who has broken many of the records of both Ruth and 
Cobb; the fantastic Willie Mays and Jackie Robinson. 
“However, I had to be true to my own convictions. Having seen 
most of the great players, past and present, I honestly feel this is 
the best team one could field. ” 
The incident conjured up some interesting Hot Stove League 
discussions, even disagreements, on a cold, snowy day that the 
Committee on Negro Baseball Leagues, in its last official act, 
named two men to the Hall of Fame. 
They were John Henry Lloyd, acclaimed the “Black Honus

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Mike Shannon will return as 
Cardinal color man this year

Mike Shannon will be in the St. Louis Cardinal broadcast 
booth again this season, despite what you may have heard or 
read previously. 
“Bob (Starr) and Jack (Buck) will do the play-by-play, and 
I’ll do the color,” said Shannon, who was in Sikeston Wed­ 
nesday on behalf of Anheuser-Busch and the Cardinals, 
visiting local businesses, promoting Busch beer and talking 
baseball. He stopped in at the Daily Standard office long 
enough to do an interview and meet many of the employees. 
Ironically, Shannon’s visit to Sikeston came on the same 
day of the official announcement of his return to the booth. 
After it was announced that Jack Buck would be back to do 
play-by-play this season and that Bob Starr would be the 
number two man, there had been speculation that Shannon 
might be out of a job--especially since no mention was made of 
his status with the Cardinal network at the time. 
Buck’s return to the broadcast will eliminate the need to use 
Shannon on play-by-play, but Mike feels that his switch to the 
role of a color commentator-only isn’t a demotion. “I don’t 
have any preference,” said Shannon about the two aspects of 
baseball broadcasting. I’d really just as well mix both of them 
in. But I think the play-by-play is easier. You’re simply 
describing what you see. ” 
Mike talked about his decision in 1972 to break into the radio 
business after an attack of nephritis (a kidney ailment) had 
forced a layoff in his playing career during the 71 season. 
“I could have come back and played in *72. That was a 
difficult decision to make-whether to play again or to go into 
broadcasting. Of course, I chose the latter.” 
Shannon said the quality of the Cardinal team in 1972 had a 
lot to do with his decision not to play. “To be quite frank with 
you, the ballclub that we had in 1972 was not a good baUclub, 
and I didn’t really want to go back to that ballclub. That had 
more of an effect on my decision to go into the broadcasting 
field than anything else.” 
The former Cardinal rightfielder and third baseman, going 
into his sixth year on the broadcast crew, was asked if 
breaking into the radio business was any harder than 
breaking into the big leagues as a player in 1962. 
“It was a toss-up. But I tell you, I’d still rather face that 
microphone that’s not moving than that Koufax slider that is. 
I think it’s more difficult to play.” 
Despite the fact that Shannon, Buck and Starr are employed 
by Anheuser-Busch on the Cardinal broadcasts, Mike says 
that the crew is free to say what they want about the team, 
whether the comments be positive or negative. 
“No one’s ever told me what to say or what not to say on the 
broadcast. If it ever gets to the point where they do, then I’ll 
let them doit.”

Mike said that Jack Buck’s return might give the Cardinals 
the best broadcast team in the country. 
“I’ve learned Just about everything I know about the 
business from Jack. I learned more Just sitting next to Jack in 
five years than you could learn through all the experience of 
trying to get there. That’s how fortunate I was to work with 
one of the great professionals of the business." 
Although it hasn’t been that long (since 1970) since he 
played, he doesn’t miss being in a uniform that much. 
“Only when we’re in Wrigley Field. I used to really enjoy 
playing there. But, no, I don’t miss it at all. I had die op­ 
portunity to play on some great ballclubs with some great 
people. I had the opportunity to decide whether I wanted to 
con*nue to play or not, so I have no beefs. I made my own 
choice, and I'm sleeping on it ” 
While he doesn’t have a very good radio voice, Shannon has 
developed a reputation for telling it like it is during his five 
years with the Cardinal network. He had some good things to 
say about outfielder Bake McBride, but also some not-so-good 
comments. 
“McBride has to play 150 games, or you have to trade for 
someone else so that you can play one of the kids-Mumphrey

or someone else. I think that McBride has more all-around 
talent offensively than any other player in the league. 
Potentially, he could hit .400. I don’t think he will because I 
don’t think he he has the stamina and I don’t think he has the 
desire. If he had the stamina and the desire, I think he could 
do anything he wanted to.” 
Shannon played on World Series teams in 1964,1967 and 1968 
and is in a position to speak intelligently on the ingredients of 
a great team. 
"We’ve got probably the youngest infield in the game. 
We’ve got a talented outfield, and we’ve got excellent pit­ 
ching. I think out pitching potentially is better than anyone’s 
in the league-hands down. The ingredients are there, but 
you’ve got to put them together. ” 
Despite the trades that have seemingly improved the 
Cardinal ballclub over the winter, Shannon won’t be ready to 
evaluate the team for awhile yet. “I won’t make any 
predictions until I see that club in spring training. The 
character of a ballclub is developed in spring training. You 
can get all the talent in the world and everything else to go 
with it, but if the team doesn’t have character and desire, it’s 
not going to win.”

Bennett named Falcon coach 


ATLANTA (AP) — Leeman 
Dennett, who wants “to bring a 
winning team to Atlanta in the 
ihortest amount of time,” takes 
over as head coach of the Na­ 
tional Football League Falcons 
with a five-year contract in 
which to complete his goal. 
“I’ve seen poor programs 
and strong programs and I’ve 
learned the difference,” said 
Bennett, an assistant coach for 
the Los Angeles Rams before 
getting the Falcons’ job Thurs­ 
day. "I’m convinced I know 
what it takes to get a good pro­ 
gram going.” 
Bennett, 38, a former quar­ 
terback-defensive back at the 
University of Kentucky, was 
named coach by newly appoint­ 
ed Falcons General Manager 


Eddie LeBaron. 
“I looked at various efforts 
done and narrowed it down to a 
very narrow field,” said LeBa- 
ron, who until Wednesday had 
a lucrative Las Vegas law 
practice. “We have a five-year 
contract — a package that will 
make him one of the highest 
paid coaches in the league.” 
The amount of the contract 
was not disclosed, although it 
was rumored at $400,000 for the 
five-year period. 
Rams Coach Chuck Knox felt 
Bennett’s appointment as At­ 
lanta head coach was “quite a 
compliment to our program.” 
“I’m very happy for Leeman 
and his family for his opportun­ 
ity to coach in Atlanta,” said 
Knox. 
“He’s done an out­ 


standing job for us with our re­ 
ceivers, and last year he called 
all of our offensive plays and 
was outstanding at that.” 
Bennett, named to lead the 
Falcons after Dallas assistant 
Dan Reeves turned down the 
job, rejected suggestions that 
he was a second choice. 
“From my conversation with 
Eddie Le Baron and others in 
the Falcon organization, it is 
my understanding that Reeves 
wasn’t offered the job,” he 
said. 


Reeves reportedly disdained 
the Falcons’ training facilities. 
“Dan’s used to the Dallas 
practice fields and office set­ 
up,” said Le Baron. 


Le Baron and Bennett replace 
Pat Peppier, the Falcons’ for­ 
mer general manager who also 
was named head coach when 
Marion Campbell was fired last 
season. Peppier was hired as 
assistant general manager of 
the Houston Oilers Wednesday.

A Jackson County public 
defender told the court the 
provision has the effect of 
denying defendants trial by 
juries that are representative 
of society. 
But an attorney for the 
state, a women, retorted that 
men may also evade jury duty 
and that the number of women 
serving is not necessarily 
unrepresentative. 
The reason more women do 
not serve, she added, may be 


something other than the 
exercise of their option not to 
do so merely because they are 
women. 
Asst. Public Defender i^ee 
M. Nation pointed to a study of 
the jury selection process in 
Jackson County where, in the 
period and cases studied, 
women made up 54 per cent of 
the population but only about 
29 per cent of the jury pool and 
only between 10 and 20 per 
cant of juries. 
“Society was differed ’ 
when the constitution was 
adopted, he said. “Women 
perhaps 
had

responsibility in the home 
than they do today. I'm not 
aura that's any longer a good 
reason to deny a person a jury 
that looks like society, that is 
representative of society.''

An investigation by the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office con­ 
cluded that loose, haphazard 
cost controls and overpayments 
by the two government-wide 
health insurers contributed to a 
35 per cent increase in pre­ 
mium charges in the govern­ 
ment programs last year. 
The two companies probed by 
government auditors are Blue 
Crose-BhM Shield and Aetna 
Life ft Casualty, which together 
insure more than six million of 
the 9.3 million federal employes 
and their dependents who have 
health insurance. 
"Prices may continue sky­ 
ward if the Civil Service Com­ 
mission and the insurance car- 


riers do not strictly control in­ 
surance costs,” said the report, 
signed by U.8. Comptroller 
General Elmer B. Steals, chief 
of the congressional watchdog 
agency, 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield called 
the report “exaggerated and 
misleading’’ and said it is 
based on often erroneous as­ 
sumptions. 
Aetna said it appreciated an 
opportunity to study the find­ 
ings and agreed to make sev­ 
eral changes aimed at tight­ 
ening controls. 
The government and its em­ 
ployes share almost equally the 
premium costs, estimated at 
$2.9 billion in the fiscal year 
ending Sept. 30. 
The payment practices criti­ 
cized by the GAO generally 
benefit employes who incur 
medical expenses and use their 
health insurance, although all

No major flooding problems expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - As 
tons

snow layering the 
Northeast melt, experts say 
there should be no major flood­ 
ing problems unless the thaw is 
accompanied by extraordinarily 
warm weather and heavy rain. 
National Weather Service of­ 
ficials said Thursday that thaw­ 
ing usually occurs from the end 
of February through March or 
April. 
Barring 
unusual 
circum­ 
stances, the rivers and stream s 
of the East should be able to 
accommodate the billions of 
gallons of water melting off the 
snow pack, they said. 
Most rivers will rise and 
many may reach up to their 
flood stages, but few overflows 
are expected, they said. 
Robert A. Clark, the weather 
service’s associate director for 
hydrology, said the flood threat 
is greatest in the Northeast, 
particularly along the Ohio Riv- 


er and its tributaries and the 
Kanawha River in West Vir­ 
ginia. 
But he added: "The potential 
for flooding is not extremely 
serious. We would need fairly 
rapid thawing combined with 
warm rain to really get into 
trouble.” 
Hie U.S. Army Corps of En­ 
gineers, responsible for the na­ 
tion's flood control, said an 
added buffer is that most rivers 
and flood control reservoirs in 
the Ohio River area now have 
below normal water levels. 
"The 70 reservoirs throughout 
the Ohio River basin are all 
low and the river also is at a 
lower than normal level,” said 
John Lane of the corps' Ohio 
River division. "We have never 
had a flood in this basin caused 
directly by snow melt.” 
R ichard 
Drumm ond, 
a 
spokesman for the corps’ Low­ 
er Mississippi Valley division, 


said 
the 
Mississippi 
below 
Cairo, 111., where the Ohio en­ 
ters it, also is very low. 
"We actually have a problem 
with low water and will be 
dredging 
in some areas to 
make (the river) deeper so 
traffic can navigate," Drum­ 
mond said. 
The corps spokesmen said the 
biggest problems may come 
from ice floes. 
"If there is a fast melt, large 
floes of ice could break free 
and damage boats, barges and 
other vehicles, as well as moor­ 
ings and docks," Drummond 
said. 


Ice conditions are the worst 
in 20 years and many main wa­ 
terways are frozen over, he 
said. Large pieces of ice mov­ 
ing with the runoff waters 
could snag on river banks and 
bottoms to form ice jams and 
lead to flooding, he cautioned. 
Clark said almost all major 
waterways in the Northeast are 
frozen or almost frozen and 
could have ice problems. They 
Include the Allegheny and Mo- 
nongahela rivers, which meet 
in Pittsburgh to form the Ohio; 
the Kanawha in West Virginia, 
and 
the 
Hudson 
and Con­ 
necticut river systems.

Farmland Industries celebrates growth

KANSAS CITY (AP) - Al­ 
most 50 years ago, Howard A. 
Cowden began binding farmers 
together with his conviction 
that they should manage the 
production of the supplies they 
need to grow crops and feed 
their livestock, literally from 
beneath the ground up. 
Today Farmland Industries, 
Inc., of Kansas City has oil and 
natural gas wells and on its 
own is looking for more. It has 
three refineries, is partner in 
another and in a pipeline. 
It owns a sulphur mine in 
Texas, a phosphate mine in 
Florida and natural gas proc­ 
essing plants which not only 
turn out propane but make it 
the country’s largest producer 
of anhydrous ammonia, the 
mo6t highly prized farm fertili­ 
zer. 
It has 18 feed mills, plus fac­ 
tories which make paint, bat­ 
teries and steel buildings plus 
laboratories which turn out ex­ 
otic chemicals that fight weeds, 
insects and disease, keep farm 
animals healthy and induce 
them to grow more or produce 
faster on cheaper feeds. 
From this supply line, Farm­ 
land Industries sold $1.5 billion 
in goods and services in its 1976 
bookkeeping year, which ended 
Aug. 31. 
Howard Cowden would not 
have been particularly sur­ 
prised that this had trebled in 
the four years since the last an­ 
nual report he had a chance to 
look at before he died in 1972. 
“We now manufacture 75 per 
cent of what we sell,” reported 
Ernest T. Lindsey, who now is 


president and chief operating 
officer. 
In 1959 Farmland bought a 
meat packing plant at Denison, 
Iowa, and .embarked on the 
binding of farmers together on 
the conviction they could make 
extra dollars by processing 
their products and selling them 
at wholesale. 
Farmland Foods, Inc., die 
subsidiary which evolved, now 
processes 400 carcasses a day 
at its beef plant at Garden 
City, Kan., and can process 
three million hogs a year at 
Crete, Neb., and at Denison, 
Iowa Falls and Carroll in Iowa. 
It even prepares and freezes 
pre-cooked entrees at a plant in 
the Chicago suburbs. 
Such marketing added $355 
million to Farmland’s gross 
sales and they mounted to a 
record $1.86 billion in 1976. 
Its assets at the same time 
grew by $300 million to $1.23 
billion. 
They are assets owned by 2,- 
231 local farm cooperatives 
which in turn are owned by 
half a million farm families in 
15 states from the Gulf Coast to 
Canada and from Illinois to 
Colorado. 
Farmland now is on the brink 
of another step which could be 
as big as anything which has 
happened since six locals start­ 
ed distributing all out of a two- 
car garage in Kansas City with 
$3,000 borrowed capital. 
The 604 member associations 
of FAR-MAR-RO, which has 
been marketing about 350 mil­ 
lion bushels of wheat, milo, 
corn and soybeans a year, are 


voting on whether to m erge 
with and become a subsidiary 
of Farm land. 
The vote will be tallied at 
FAR-MAR-CO’s annual meeting 
in Denver on Feb. 11. There is 
little doubt the 303 needed as­ 
sents will be attained or that 
their combined gross will top $3 
billion a year and kink Farm­ 
land from 135th to about 60th 
among the nation’s largest in­ 
dustries. 
FAR-MAR-CO’s 604 locals are 
owned in turn by about 250,000 
farm families in Kansas, Ne­ 
braska, Colorado, South Da­ 
kota, Wyoming, Iowa, Missouri 
and Oklahoma. 
Based at Hutchinson, Kan., it 
has 
15 
terminal 
elevators 
throughout the grain belt which 
can hold more than 110 million 
bushels. 
It owns 1,000 jumbo hopper 
railroad cars for moving grain 
to its customers, and it keeps 
track of them with a computer 
at Hutchinson. It shares the 
ownership of a grain export ter­ 
minal near New Orleans. 
Two years ago, it bought two 
spice companies and has built a 
new plant in Los Angeles for 
this venture. 
Like Farmland, it makes ad­ 
ditives for livestock feed. 
Like Farmland, it turns soy­ 
beans into what they call tex- 
tured vegetable protein and 
others call beef that never saw 
a cow. 
Of the 604 FAR-MAR-CO as­ 
sociations, all but ^ also are 
members of Farmland. 
When the voting delegates of 
Farmland’s 2,231 locals took an 
advisory vote at its annual 
meeting, only a few hands were 
raised against the resounding 
signal to the directors to pro­ 
ceed. 
Since FAR-MAR-CO would be 
dissolved and emerge as a new 
corporation 
subsidiary 
to 
Farmland, it is the vote of 
FAR-MAR-COs members that 
counts. 
Many already have 
mailed in sealed ballots. 
The merger still will depend 
on a favorable tax ruling from 
the Internal Revenue Service 
on the exchange of stocks, but 
this is not considered a jeop­ 
ardy.

MAR-CO who would become 
president of the new subsidiary, 
told Farmland’s annual meet­ 
ing in December that the mar­ 
riage will give farmers the 
clout to compete with the na­ 
tion’s largest grain dealers and 
particularly in foreign markets. 
“It affords us another oppor­ 
tunity to help gain for the 
farmer a greater share of the 
return on his product," Lindsey 
said in a recent interview.

elevator on the Gulf Coast and 
an elevator in Japan.

We have 
officers who, due to physical 
defects 
or

coordination, cannot handle a 
firearm. We have officers who 
do not have the proper morals. 
I’ve had (me tell me he would 
lie cm the stand to win a case,” 
he said. 
“Such officers are a danger 
to themselves and to others. 
About the only group they are 
not a danger to are the 
criminals,” Rep. Sharp said. 
Attorney General John 
Ashcroft, who is currently 
fighting a federal court ruling 


(restricting the authority ofl 
police to fire at fleeing 
suspects, also testified. He 
said the law is becoming so 
complicated that officers 
must become aware of the 
side effects of their actions. 
“We frequently come across 
situations where the judgment 
and professionalism of police 
officers comes into question,” 
he said.

Under the general fund budget, moot non­ 
elected employes will receive an 8 per cent 
salary Increase, amounting to a total in­ 
crease of 920,000. 
The budget report also shows an increase 
of 820,000 for the ambulance service, but the 
amount budgeted for elections showed a 
921,000 decrease. 


The sheriff's budget — a total of 890,840, 
representing all salaries for the year — and

budget 
for 
the 
prosecuting attorney's office were tran­ 
sferred from the general fund to the federal 
revenue-sharing fund. County Clerk Robert 
Kielhofner said the revenue- sharing fund is 
showing larger unencumbered balances 
each year, primarily because larger ex­ 
penditures are being assigned to the federal 
revenue- sharing program. 
The county began 1977 owing only 825,000 
whereas in 1978 it started out owing 950,000, 
and in 1975, the amount owed was 8100,000.

newsmen on Thursday after electing to 
refute Teasdale's charges rather than 
directly confront the new governor 
Teasdale won the governor's race on an 
and-fPSC, anti-utility platform, claiming 
the commission had not acted in the public 
interest. He has continued to make those 
charges, but has yet to produce any specific 


details to support what critics have called 
campaign rhetoric But since four of the five 
commissioners have refused to resign as 
Teasdale asked, he has abandoned his ef 
forts to replace them and says he will be the 
"people’s lobbyist" against utility rate 
hikes. 
Pierce had said last week he za# com 
sidering a suit against Teasdale if the 
charges were not substantiated or publicly 
withdrawn 
He 
was 
also considering 
debates with the governor or asking for a 
legislative inquiry into the allegations But 
he said any of those approaches would only 
prolong the unsettled situation 
Rate hikes are occurring, 
he said, 
because of spirsling operating coats, and 
the "prolonged controversy will only make 


this situation worse.'* 
"No amount of advocacy by the governor 
will cause labor coats to go down," he ad 
ded 
"No amount of advocacy by the 
governor wiU cause the price of fuel to 
decrease or the interest rates to fall or the 
prices of equipment to stabilize 
"Nothing the commission does can affect 
those costs, either But continued instability 
in the Missouri regulatory climate will

OF POVERTY IND 
IGNORANCE 
Most Americans, with few 
exceptions, can't imagine what 
it would be like to live in 
poverty, illiteracy and hunger 
In his book. The Great Ascent. 
Robert Heilbroner takes the 
reader 
through an 
exercise 
w hich-at 
least on 
p ap er- 
reduces his lifestyle to that 
which is the daily existence for 
millions of people elsewhere in 
the world. 
He 
starts with a 
typical 
Canadian-Am erican 
fam ily, 
with an income of $6.000-$8,0(X) 
per year, in a small home. Then 
he refashions this home, and the 
life of its family into a typical 
scene in the vast “under $200" 
areas of the world: 
1. Take out the furniture, 
except a few old blankets, a 
kitchen table and one chair 
2. Take away all the clothing, 
except for the oldest dress or 
suit for each member of the 
family, and a shirt or blouse. 
Leave one pair of shoes for the 
head of the family. 
3 
Empty the pantry and 
refrigerator except for a small 
bag of flour, some sugar and 
salt, a few moldy potatoes for 
tonight's dinner, a handful of 


onions and a dish of dried beans. 
4. Dismantle the bathroom, 
shut off the water, remove the 
electric wiring. 
5. Take away the house itself, 
and move the family into a 
toolshed. 
6. Remove all the other houses 
in the neighborhood, and set up 
in this place a shantytown. 
7. Cancel all subscriptions to 
newspapers, 
magazines 
and 
book clubs. This is no great loss, 
as our family is now illiterate. 
8. Leave one small radio for 
the whole shantytown. 
9. Move the nearest clinic or 
hospital ten miles away and put 
a midwife in charge instead of a 
doctor. 
10. Throw out the bankbooks, 
stock certificates, pension plans 
and

policies, 
and 
leave the family a cash hoard of

“ It would take an important 
initiative from the new admin­ 
istration before Russia will look 
at it again,” said Harold Scott, 
form er assistant secretary of 
commerce and now president of 
the U.S.-U.S.S.R. Trade Coun­ 
cil. 
“ If President C arter's group 
is going to talk to the Soviets 
this ought to be on the shopping 
list,” he said. 
The council, m ade up of the 
chief executives of the very 
largest

and their Soviet counterparts,

Traditionally, the U.S. 
Treasury secretary and the So­ 
viet foreign trade m inister are 
honorary directors.

NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball journalism's lively octoge­ 
narian, Fred Lieb of St Petersburg, Fla., paused in our town this 
past week long enough to jot down what he considered the 
greatest team that could be assembled from the past 100 years. 

Babe Ruth, Ty Cobb, Tris Speaker 
in the outfield ... Lou Gehrig at first, Eddie Collins at second ... 
Hans Wagner at shortstop ... Pie Traynor at third ... Bill Dickey 
and Mickey Cochrane sharing the catcher's mask ... Cy Young, 
Walter Johnson, Christy Mathewson, Lefty Grove and Sandy 
Koufax serving the ball up from the mound. 
It was a veritable “Who’s Who” of the game — largely giants of 
the past, men of leather, boundless skills and durability. Hard to 
argue with that team. 
A young girl, admitting a hero worship for Martin Luther King 
and Choo Choo Coleman, looked over the list carefully and 
acknowledged she was dumbfounded.

Lieb, 88, an objective observer who has been chronicling the

“1 had to 
ponder a long Ume about leaving off such great players aa Hank 
Aaron, who has broken many of the records of both Ruth and 
Cobb; the fantastic Willie Mays and Jackie Robinson. 
“However, I had to be true to my own convictions Having seen 
most of the great players, past and present. I honestly feel this is 
the best team one could field."

Mike Shannon will be in the St. Louis Cardinal broadcast 
booth again this season, despite what you may have heard or 
read previously. 
“Bob (Starr) and Jack (Buck) will do the play-by-play, and 
I’ll do the color,” said Shannon, who was in Sikeston Wed­ 
nesday on behalf of Anheuser-Busch and the Cardinals, 
visiting local businesses, promoting Busch beer and talking 
baseball. He stopped in at the Daily Standard office long 
enough to do an interview and meet many of the employees. 
Ironically, Shannon’s visit to Sikeston came on the same 
day of the official announcement of his return to the booth. 
After it was announced that Jack Buck would be back to do 
play-by-play this season and that Bob Starr would be the 
number two man, there had been speculation that Shannon 
might be out of a job--especially since no mention was made of 
his status with the Cardinal network at the time. 
Buck’s return to the broadcast will eliminate the need to use 
Shannon on play-by-play, but Mike feels that his switch to the 
role of a color commentator-only isn’t a demotion. “ I don’t 
have any preference," said Shannon about the two aspects of 
baseball broadcasting I’d really just as well mix both of them 
in. But I think the play-by-play is easier. You're simply 
describing what you see.” 
Mike talked about his decision in 1972 to break into the radio 
business after an attack of nephritis (a kidney ailment) had 
forced a layoff in his playing career during the 71 season. 
“I could have come back and played in ‘72. That was a 
difficult decision to make-whether to play again or to go into 
broadcasting. Of course, I chose the latter.” 
Shannon said the quality of the Cardinal team in 1972 had a 
lot to do with his decision not to play. “To be quite frank with 
you, the baliclub that we had in 1972 was not a good ballclub, 
and I didn’t really want to go back to that ballclub. That had 
more of an effect on my decision to go into the broadcasting 
field than anything else. ” 
The former Cardinal rightfielder and third baseman, going 
into his sixth year on the broadcast crew, was asked if 
breaking into the radio business was any harder than 
breaking into the big leagues as a player in 1962 
“ It was a toss-up But I tell you, I'd still rather face that 
microphone that's not moving than that Koufax slider that is. 
I think it's more difficult to play.” 
Despite the fact that Shannon, Buck and Starr are employed 
by Anheuser Busch on the Cardinal broadcasts, Mike says 
that the crew is free to say what they want about the team, 
whether the comments be positive or negative. 
“No one's ever told me what to say or what not to say on the 
broadcast If it ever gets to the point where they do, then I’ll 
let them do it." 
Mike said that Jack Buck's return might give the Cardinals 
the best broadcast team in the country. 
“ I've learned just about everything I know about the 
business from Jack I learned more just sitting next to Jack in 
five years than you could learn through all the experience of 
trying to get there That’s how fortunate I was to work with 
one of the great professionals of the business ” 
Although it hasn’t been that long (since 1970) since he 
played, he doesn’t miss being in a uniform that much. 
“Only when we're in Wrigley Field I used to really enjoy 
playing there But, no. I don't miss it at all I had the op­ 
portunity to play on some great ballclubs with some great 
people. I had the opportunity to decide whether I wanted to 
con**nue to play or not, so I have no beefs. I made my own 
choice, and I'm sleeping on it.” 
While he doesn't have a very good radio voice, Shannon has 
developed a reputation for telling it like it is during his five 
years with the Cardinal network He had some good thtngs to 
say about outfielder Bake McBnde, but also some not-so-good 
comments 
“ McBnde has to play 150 games, or you have to trade for 
someone else so that you can play one of the kids-Mumphrev

The gospel according to Jimmy 
Swaggart is big business 
Spreading the word of the 
Lord the Swaggart way calls 
for one of the most extensive 
daily gospel programs in the 
Christian world, a 15-minute 
tape sent to more than 503 ra­ 
dio stations around the globe 
It calls for a printing press 
turning out one million pieces 
of religious literature a month. 
It calls for an airplane and 
three-day crusades demanding 
a minimum travel of 10,000 
miles a month 
It calls for a Baton Rouge 
headquarters 
grown 
in 
six 
years to the size of two football 
fields, holdings worth "a couple 
of million” and donations re­ 
ceived from around the world 
adding up to $600,000 to $700.000 
each month. 
“Gospel is the biggest busi­ 
ness in the world." said the 41- 
year-old Raton Rouge evange­ 
list “But. we don't sell it. We 
give it away.” 
Swaggart figures the Jimmy 
Swaggart Evangelistic Associ­ 
ation is set up "very, very sim­ 
ilar to the Billy Graham organ­ 
ization 
"I reckon we're about third 
or fourth.” said Swaggart. He 
gestured at the huge building 
complex "We just have these 
buildings to keep the rain out.” 


One hundred persons work in 
those buildings. Outside Swag- 
gart’s office, the plush kind 
usually reserved for corporate 
executives, young women and a 
forest of desks process the 
daily donations 


A select few of the women 
correspond with the troubled 
and the lost who seek counsel 
from Brother Swaggart, who 
says he is convinced “the gos­ 
pel of Jesus Christ is the an­ 
swer for every single problem 
in the world.” 


In a taping room sits what 
Swaggart describes as the larg­ 
est Telex duplication system in 


the world, capable of reproduc­ 
ing from Swaggart’s master 
tape 51 cassettes in four min­ 
utes. 


In the next room, a printing 
press is spewing out Swaggart’s 
literature. 
“The Post Office 


tells us we send out more mail 
each day than anyone in the 
state, including the state Capi­

The two companies probed by 
government auditors are Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield and Aetna 
Life Sc Casualty, which together 
insure more than six million of 
the 9.3 million federal employes 
and their dependents who have 
health insurance 
"Prices may continue sky­ 
ward if the Civil Service Com­ 
mission and the insurance car­ 


riers do not strictly control In­ 
surance costs," said the report,

General Elmer B Staats, chief 
of the congressional watchdog 
agency. 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield called 
the report “exaggerated and 
misleading" 
and 
said 
it is 
based on often erroneous as­ 
sumptions. 
Aetna said it appreciated an 
opportunity to study the find­ 
ings and agreed to make sev­ 
eral changes aimed at tight­ 
ening controls 
The government and its em­ 
ployes share almost equally the 
premium costs, estimated at

snow pack, they said 
Most rivers will rise and 
many may reach up to their 
flood stages, but few overflows 
are expected, they said. 
Robert A Clark, the weather 
service's associate director for 
hydrology, said the flood threat 
is greatest in the Northeast, 
particularly along the Ohio Riv- 


er and its tributaries and the 
Kanawha River in West Vir­ 
ginia 
But he added “The potential 
for flooding is not extremely 
serious. We would need fairly 
rapid thawing combined with 
warm rain to really get into 
trouble." 
The U.S Army Corps of En­ 
gineers. responsible for the na­ 
tion's flood control, said an 
added buffer is that most rivers 
and flood control reservoirs in 
the Ohio River area now have 
below normal water levels 
“The 70 reservoirs throughout 
the Ohio River basin are all 
low and the river also is at a 
lower than normal level," said 
John Lane of the corps' Ohio 
River division.

but from a desire to save him­ 
self from a re-election defeat 
by capitalizing on the issue. 
“In any objective appraisal 
of McCarthy you’d have to be 
anti-McCarthy,” said John For­ 
sythe, who plays a newspaper 
reporter who was a drinking 
buddy of McCarthy, publicized 
his sensational charges and 
pointed out his foibles. It is one 
of the few fictional roles in the 
film. 
“I think now we can look 
back objectively and I think it’s 
because of Watergate,” said 
Forsythe. “ I think this is the 
only country that can examine 
itself as we did with Watergate.

McCarthy was a dramatic peri­ 
od — and I think there is some 
guilt involved.”

for 
Missouri 
police 
agencies as of Jan. 1, 1978. 
New 
employes, 
however, 
would be trained for 240 hours 
in 
legal 
procedure, 
the 
gathering and analysis of 
evidence 
and the 
use 
of 
equipment. 
“This is such an urgently 
needed measure that, as you 
can see, we have a packed 
house,” Rep. Sharp said. 
Jim Dickson, director of the 
sought-after Highway Patrol 
training 
program, 
which 
offers 120 hours of basic 
instruction, recounted some of 
his experiences. 
“We 
have 
officers 
who 
cannot read or write. We have 
officers who, due to physical 
d e fe c ts 
or 
lack 
of 
coordination, cannot handle a 
firearm. We have officers who 
do not have the proper morals. 
I’ve had one tell me he would 
lie on the stand to win a case,” 
he said. 
“Such officers are a danger 
to themselves and to others. 
About the only group they are 
not a danger to are the 
criminals,” Rep. Sharp said. 
Attorney 
General 
John 
Ashcroft, who is currently 
fighting a federal court ruling 


restricting the authority of 
police 
to 
fire 
at 
fleeing 
suspects, also testified. He 
said the law is becoming so 
complicated 
that 
officers 
must become aware of the 
side effects of their actions. 
“We frequently come across 
situations where the judgment 
and professionalism of police 
officers comes into question,” 
he said. “It’s unfair to send a 
man out 
into the 
streets 
without equipping him with 
the ability to make the right 
decisions.” 
Other witnesses said that 
law enforcement officers are 
increasingly subject to law 
suits challenging actions they 
took while on duty. 
James Damos, University 
City police chief, said proper 


training could help cut down 
on these suits. 
Another 
problem, 
Rep. 
Sharp said, is that the high 
skill 
level 
of 
officers 
in 
metropolitan areas has driven 
criminals 
to 
rural 
areas, 
where police are unprepared 
for them. 
The committee’s questions 
centered 
on 
the 
funding 
mechanism and the so-called 
“grandfathering” of officers 
hired before the date the bill 
becomes effective. 
C hairm an 
S tev e 
Vossmeyer, 
D-St. 
Louis, 
wondered whether court fees 
meant to support the program 
and the actual costs would be 
anywhere near equivalent He 
asked the sponsor to return 
later with more statistics and 


estimates. 
Most witnesses said a bill to 
train all officers would be 
preferable, but all agreed that 
a 
b ill 
e lim in a tin g 
grandfathering would be more 
difficult to pass. 


All 
agreed 
that 
while 
Sharp’s 
bill 
was 
not 
as 
comprehensive as it could be, 
it was a necessary first step to 
resolving a critical situation. 
“I certainly hope that Rep. 
Vossmeyer 
will allow 
the 
committee members to vote 
on it,” Rep. Sharp said after 
the hearing. “I was very 
pleased he chose it as the first 
bill 
considered 
by 
the 
committee, 
and 
I’m 
very 
hopeful it will come up for a 
vote.”
